Auto-Condensation— The d’Arsonval, auto-condensation cur- 

rent is delivered by the Type “K," 
through the chair pad furnished, in even, gradual steps up to 
800 milliamperes. No sensation of electrical current is per- 
ceptible hy the patient. 
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The Auto-condensation current is used, in the majority of 
cases, for the treatment of high blood pressure. These currents 
are soothing to the entire system, and the effect of application 
constitutes what may correctly be termed a cellular massage. 


Diathermy may be defined as a form of High Frequency 
| d’Arsonval current, of Thermo-Therapy which 
utilizes electrical energy for the production of thermal (heat) 
effects in the depths of the tissues. 

We all know the therapeutic value of heat, Poultices 
(linseed and bread) and the hot water bottle have been used 
since time immemorial, but before the advent of the ‘Dia- 
thermy” application all bodily heat (with the exception of that 
generated by the combustion of food) had to be applied from
